Corps of Engineers projects, 

then by Congress, which ulti 
mately must approve and finance 
all Corps activities. 

Wessels told the Whitesburg 
Rotarians that none of the numer- 
ous previous feasibility studies 
of the Kentucky River in the 
Blackey-Ulvah area had pro- 
duced an economically sound 
project. Up until now, he said, 
costs of the project have been 
found to be greater than the pro- 
jected benefits. 

Wessels said the feasibility of 
a Kentucky River project was 
being recalculated under the 
special provisions of the Appa- 
lachian Act. 

There was a strong implication 
in his remarks that he believes 
that the Letcher County project, 
already labeled the "Kingdom 
Come Dam" on Army Corps' 
maps, will be found to be feas- 
ible. 

Presumably, the Kingdom 
Come Dam project, much larg- 
er than the Salyersville~Royalton 
project, would include similar 
programs for development of 
an industrial area and for such 
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things as recreation and land 
reclamation. 

Wessels indicated th 
first major hurdle for Royal- 
ton project would be its con- 
sideration by the Rivers and 
Harbors board, 

The Rivers and Harbars board 
this past week acted wpon the 
Royalton project favorably. 

The Board, calling the pro- 
ject "a radical departure” from 
past Corps of Engineers dam 
building, commented; 

‘The water development plan 
will spark the economic develop- 
ment of the area and aid it to 
become economically viable."

The following descriptive mat- 
ter is tak eu from an official 
Corps statement; 

The multiple purpose reser- 
voir at Royalton would be devel- 
oped for flood control, water 
supply, water quality control and 
recreation, including fish and 
wildlife recreation. The 100 
foot-high dam would be located 
about one mile upsweam from 
Royalton, Kentucky. It would 
control 75.6 square miles of 
watershed, or 54 per cent of the 
area above Galyersville. The 
dam and reservoir are complete 
ly within Magoffin County, The 
reservoir, when full, as a result 
of flood operations, would con- 
tain 64, 500 acre feet of water, 
have a surface of 2, 280 ac: 
and extend about 14.8 miles 
upstream from the dam, During 
the recreation season the normal 
pool would have a surface area 
of 1, 080 acres and extend 11,2 
miles upsream, During the re- 
mainder of the year the normal 
pool would have a surface a 
of 860 acres and extend 10.4 
miles above the dam. In terms 
of storage, 49, 000 acre feet 
are for flood control, 4,100 acre 
feet are for water supply and 
water quality control and 11, 400 
acre feet are for sediment stor

age and maintenance ot a min- 
imum pool. Principal features 
of the project, in addition to 
the dam, are a 150 foot wide 
unconwolled spillway through a 
saddle near the west (left) abut- 
ment of the dam and relocation 
of 12 miles of State Route 7, 

2 miles of State Route 542 and 
15 miles of county roads." 

It is what is called “the fifth 
element” of the Royalton plan 
that is so new and different, and 
which carries important impli- 
cations for Letcher and Perry 
Counties should the Kingdom 
Come dam be constructed. 

In the words of the Corps: 

"The fifth element is a plan 
for the economic, or industrial 
development of the area, made 
possible by the water resources 
elements and is composed of 
three components, ‘They are; 

1. A land use plan which 
provides for the orderly indust- 
rial, commercial, and resident- 
ial development of about 1800 
acres of previously undevelop- 
able land. 

2. A public facilities and 
utilities plan which includes 
such items as new schools, 
health facilities, and enlarge 
ment of water supply and sewage 
treatment facilities. 

A wansportation plan which 
consists of approximately 21 
miles of new and improved 
sweets and highways, and some 
increased railroad facilities.” 

The Corps goes on to say about 
its fifth element; 

“The fifth element of the plan 
provides for industrial, commer- 
cial and residential expansion on 
about 1,800 acres which will 
be made relatively flood free by 
the water control elements of 
the plan. Federal and non- 
federal agencies would provide 
urban facilities and utilities 
estimated to cost about $9, 000- 
000 and assist in carrying out 
the developmental plan. These 








activities are expected to stim- 
ulate private investments of a- 
bout $200, 000, 000 over the 
next 50 years. These invest 
ments, together with that for 
water resources development, 
totaling about 241 million dol 
lars, would strengthen the econ- 
omic growth and development 
in Kentucky Appalachia as well 
as providing substantial benefits 
to the nation's economy. 

The official Corps map of the 
project, reproduced above, in 
dicates that the 1800 acres of 
land picked for industrial de 
velopment is located down- 
steam from the dam. 

It is this downstream location 
for economic growth that would 
appear to be a major threat to 
Letcher County ~ should there 
be a similar project here. 

"he Kingdsm Come Dam 
would be located close to the 
Perry County line = so close that 
it is probable that any site se- 
lected for industrial develop- 
ment by the Corps would be lo- 
cated in Perry County - and NOT 
in Letcher County. 

This would have an obvious 
effect. Perry County's payrolls 
and taxable properties would be 
increased several times above 
present levels, Letcher County, 
with no offsetting industrial 
development, would find its 
payrolls and taxable wealth 
greatly reduced from present 
levels.

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MULLOY SAYS HE'LL RESIST DRAFT, 
1S DISMISSED FROM AV STAFF 


Joe Mulloy, Pikeville, a cen- 
tral figure in the Pike County 
sedition controversy, has been 
fired from his position as a staff 
member of the Appalachian 
Volunteers. 

The action was taken by AV 
director Milton Ogle on recom- 
mendation of AV staff, 

The firing came after Mulloy 
told the AV organization that he 
expects to be drafted within the 
next few weeks and that he will 
refuse to serve in the army. He 
said his decision is based on his 
opposition to the war in Viet- 
nam. 

Mulloy's decision was the sub- 
ject of a day-long debate and 
argument among AV staff mem- 
bers at a meeting at Jenny Wile: 
State Park this past week end. 
Following the discussion, the 
following resolution was intro- 
duced; 

"Because of Joe Mulloy's declar- 
ed position on the draft and the 
Vietnam war and the likelihood 
of it being identified as a stand 
of the AV program, the Ken- 
tucky AV staff recommends that 
Joe Mulloybe fired immediately 
and given two months' sever- 
ance pay." 

The resolution was adopted by 
a vote of 20-19, with three ab- 
stentions, and presented to AV 
director Ogle, 

Qule explained his action in a 
brief statement issued after the 
meeting; 

"Joe Iiulloy was officially re- 
lieved of his responsibilities as 
an AV field man when he made 
known his decision to refuse to 
be drafted into the armed ser-~ 
vices when he is called. 

"Mr. Mulloy's decision was 
made with the full knowledge of 
the consequences of his conte 
plated actions, and it was ba: 
on his convictions about the 
Vietnam war, The decision was 
regarded by the AVs as render- 
ing him ineffective to work with 
the people of the Appalachian 
mountains," 

Mulloy last August 11 was ar- 
rested by Pike County authorities 
in a midnight raid on his home, 







od 


and was charged with sedition. 
He had been working with Pike 
County landowners in a fight to 
protect their land against strip 
mining, Prosecution was dropped 
after a federal court ruled that 
Kentucky's sedition law was un- 
constitutional, Investigations 
by the Office of Economic Op- 
portunity and the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation found the charges 
to have been politically moti- 
vated, and groundless. 

Mulloy was ordered to report 
for induction on August 18 and 
appealed for reclassification as a 
conscientious objector. His 
draft board in Louisville so far 
has refused his appeal (h. ‘.ad 
previously applied for occupat- 
ional deferment and had been 
refused) and he expects to re- 
ceive another induction notice 





After the meeting at which he 
was fired from the AV staff, 
Mulloy wrote and released the 
following statement: 

"[ have spent three years of 
my life working for the war on 
poverty in Appalachia, During 
this time I have seen and learned 
much about poverty and how our 
government operates. It is my 
considered opinion that the gov- 
ernment of the United States is 
not seriously interested in doing 
anything about poverty or in 
guaranteeing a true democracy 
in this country. The Green A- 
mendment, which would put

anti-povertymoney directly into 
the hands of those who prosper 
most from poverty, is the most 
recent example of the attitude 
of our lawmakers. 

Today I have been fired by 
the federally-financed Appala 
chian Volunteers because of 
my position on Vietnam and the 
draft. My position is that there 
are far too many problems, in- 
justices and inequalities in these 
United Sz ates for us to play 
policeman of the world, If this 
country would only take ca f 
its own problems, I believe that 
there would be no need to worry 
about ‘isms* of the left or right.

Tests find cancer 


FRANKFORT--The State Depart- 
ment of Health reports that 5.4 of 
every 1, 000 women tested in its 
cervical cancer prograth have cei~ 
vical cancer. 

The report is the result of one 
year of operating the program, 

An appropriation by the Legisla~ 
ture for the program became ef 
fective July 1, 1966. 

Dr. Donald Austin, cancer con- 
trol officer of the department's 
Division of Epidemiolegy, says 
the national casefwnding rate is 
six in 1, 000. 

During the first year of opera- 
tion, more than 6, 000 women 
took the Pap test in program cli- 
nics. Of 67 women whose tests 
showed the possibility of cervical 
cancer, 30 were diagnosed as 
having cancer, 26 as not having 
it and il are taking further tests. 

The report says that most of the 

0 ciancer cases were diagnosed 
early enough for an expected- 
cure rate of 100 per cent.
